It may be the end of an era 
for the Andalusia Bulldogs, 
but it’s the beginning of an era 
for the Elba Tigers! 

The Elba Tigers claimed 
their biggest win in many years 
Jast Friday night when they tot- 
ally dominated the Andalusia 
Bulldogs enroute to a stunning 
34-19 victory. The win gave 
the Tigers a final record of 8-2, 
while the loss left Andalusia 
with an 8-1 chart. The loss 
ended Andalusia’s 58-game 
winning streak, and knocked’ 
the defending state champions 
out of playoff contention, 

A capacity crowd was on 
hand for the game, to watch 
the two rivals battle it out on 
the banks of the Pea, and a 
battle it was! Elba received 
the opening kick and on the 
first play of the game, full- 
back Jeff Stewart ripped thre 
ough a gaping hole for a 19- 
yard gain. However, the 
drive was short-lived, and 
Elba was forced to punt. 

Andalusia took over on their 
20-yard line and began an 80- 
yard, 12-play drive that would 
end in the game’s first touch- 
down. The initial 10 plays 
all came on the ground, as the 
speedy Bulldog backs gobbled 
up large chunks of real estate. 
The score came with 4:18 left 
in the first quarter on a 15- 
yard run by Joe Ball, and fol- 
lowing the extra point by Bert . 
Pierce, the Bulldogs were on 
top 7-0. f 

Elba put the ball in play 
at their 32-yard line follow- 
ing the ensuing kick and thrilled 
their fans by marching 68 
yards in only 8 plays to tie the 
score at 7-7. Don Horstead 
ripped for 13 yards on the 
drive's initial play, and four 
plays later Jeff Stewart ramb- 
led 21 yards to give Elba a 
first down at the Andalusia 18- 
yard line. The drive appeared 
to bog down, however, and two 
plays later, Elba faced a third 
and 12 at the 20-yard line, 
Don Horstead got the call, and 
after taking a pitch-out from 
Marty Marler, rolled to his 
right. The Andy defenders 
came up to stop the sophomore 
speedster, but Horstead calmly 
flipped a pass to Morgan Mor- 
row and it was an Elba touche 
down! Gary Bradshaw added 
the extra point and with 1:11 
left in the first quarter Elba 
had tied the game at 7-7. 

Andalusia was plagued by 
penalties on their next posses- 
sion, and was forced to punt. 
Elba took over on their own 
39-yard line and promptly 
drove’ 61 yards in § plays to 
take the lead for good. Jeff 
Stewart, returning to action 
after a 7«week absence due to. 
a broken collarbone, got the 
call on two of the initial three 
plays, and responded with runs 
of 26 and 18 yards to move the 
ball to the Andy 14-yard line. 


| Two plays later, Marty Marler 


hit Russ Wood ona 9+yard scor- 
ing pass and Elba had gone 
ahead! Bradshaw's p.a.t. was 
true and Elba hadtakenasur- 
prising 14-7 lead with 17:29 
left in the half. 

The Elba defense stopped 
Andalusia on its next posses- 
sion and the Tiger offense 
started rolling,only to be stop- 
ped by a fumble. However, 
Elba’s Alan King got the ball 
right back when he intercepted 
a Bulldog pass at the Elba 34- 
yard line. The Elba fans ex-

Russ Wood 
took a handoff on an apparent 
“tend around,’ but Wood stop- 
ped, and lofted a 29-yard 
touchdown pass to Perry 
Fuller as the crowd went wild! 
The extra point failed, but with 
:35 left in the half, Elba had 
surged to an unbelievable 20-7 
lead. , 

Neither team could move 
on their initial possession of 
the second half, but Andalusia 
got cranked up on their sec- 
ond possession and scoréd to 
cut the lead to 20-13. The 
touchdown drive covered 57 
yards in 8 plays and was aided 
by a 15-yard penalty against 
the Tigers. The s¢éore came 
with 3:40 left in the third quar- 
ter on a 5-yard run by Leon 
Hattaway, but the two-point 
conversion failed as Elba’s 
lead remained at 20-13, 
Elba put the ball in play at 
their 32-yard line following 
the ensuing kick and again mar- 
ched goalward only to be 
stopped inches short. The 
drive came primarily onthe 
ground, with Horstead and 
Stewart having to take a back- 
seat to quarterback Marty 
Marler who gained 20 yards 
on two option plays. The 
Tigers moved to a first and 
goal at the l-yard line, but 
failed to cash in and fell inches 
short! 

Andalusia took over and 
attempted to run out of trouble, 
but Elba’s Richie Brown hit 
the Bulldog’s Leon Hattaway 
in the endzone and the Tigers 
had a safety. With 10:03 left 
in the game, Elba’s lead stood 
at 22-13, 

Elba got the ball right back 
on a free kick, andthis time 
was not to be denied! Jeff 
Stewart blasted for 22 yards 
on the initial two plays, and 
two plays later, Don Horstead 
raced 26 yards into the end- 
zone for an Elba touchdown, 
The extra point was blocked, 
but it made little difference as 
the Elba lead was up to 28-13 
with 8:11 left in the game. 

Andalusia knocked the Tig- 
ers back down to earth three 
plays later, however, as Lex 
Short fired a 74-yard scoring 
strike to Stanley Shakespear. 
The two-point conversion again 
failed, and with 7:06 left in 
the game, the Elba lead had 
been cut to 28-19, 

The Tigers seemed tocare 
little about the sudden score, 

and came right back to march 
52 yards for yet another touch- 
down! Don Horstead and Jeff 
Stewart continued to run wild 
against the ‘‘highly-touted’ 
Bulldog defense, and moved to 
the Andalusia 10-yard line, 
only to be pushed back by a 
clipping penalty. With every- 
one expecting a run, Marty 
Marler dropped back and hit 
Russ Wood for a 17-yard gain, 
Andy was guilty of piling on, on 
.the play, and Elba was in busi- 
ness with a first down at the 
Bulldog 13-yard line. © Two 
plays later, Marty Marler 
sneaked over from one yard 
out, and with 3:04 leftin the

Dear Mr, Cox: 

The Mayor and Councilare 
to be commended for unani- 
mously adopting at their last 
theeting, & project which can 
give Elba its greatest econ- 
omic boost in many years! 

In addition to creating app- 
roximately 75 new jobs, the 
project will produce nearly 
$900,000 of construction di- 
rectly and will contribute to 
additional construction which 
will raise the figure to well 
over a million dollars, Better 
than a manufacturer which 
pays practically no local sales 
tax, this center will pro- 
duce an estimated $100,000 in 
new city revenue -- without 
raising the tax rate, 

Since the council’s ac~ 
tion, I have been appalled 
by the “politicing’’ against 
the center, At the same 
time, I have been encouraged 
by the relatively small num- 
ber involved in the opposition 
and the large numbers who 
have commented fayorably on 
the council’s action, 

Traditionally, those who 
oppose. always express “their 
views with a° disproportionate 
amount of volume and alarm 
while those who agree seem 
content with silence. 

The only negative factor 
which I have heard expressed 
is fear of danger from in- 
creased traffic to the child- 
ren attending the near-by 
elementary school. The pro- 
posed center has been cri- 
‘ticized’. for . providing ‘‘only 
a- chain link fence’? which. 
would. prohibit both auto- 
mobiles and pedestrians from 
crossing directly from. the 
school into the shopping cen- 
ter and vice versa, 

Oddly, the people who are 
now so concerned about this 
new danger have been content 
for years to have the same 
children play within a few 
scant yards of an exposed 
sewer pipe, an open drain- 
age ditch and pond of stag- 
nant water where poisonous 
snakes have been seen as 
recently as three weeks ago.

minded the people we approved 
a $6 million bond issue for 
prisons some years ago, and 
the bonds have never been used. 

The editorial stated, ‘‘ Let 
the prison officials 
explain to us why it has not 
been necessary to issue the 
$6 million in bonds already 
approved before we are 
called upon to authorize fur- 
ther borrowing,” 

Sid McDonald warned ag-

USDA Asks For 


Comments For 1979 
Peanut Program 


The public has until Novem- 
ber 13 to make recommenda- 
tions for the 1979-crup pea- 
nut program, Ray Fitzgerald, 
Administrator of the Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Conser- 
vation Service (ASCS) said re- 
cently, 

Consideration will be given 
to written comments on the 
following: 

- - The apportionment of 
such allotment to states, and 

- - The amount of the na- 
tional poundage quota, 

‘The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture is required to announce 
no later than December 1 a 
1979 national acreage allotment 
of not less than 1,614,000 
acres and a 1979 national pou- 
ndage quota of not less than 
1, 596,000 Short tons 
(3,192,000,000 pounds), The 
national poundage quota willes- 
tablish the quantity of 1979- 
crop peanuts which will be eli- 
gible for loan at the domestic 
edible support rate. 

The Secretary may increase 
the quota if for any market- 
ing year he determines it is 
insufficient to meet total esti- 
mated requirements for domes- 
tic edible use and a reasonapie 
carryover, Under the 1978 
Peanut Program, the national 
acreage allotment and the po- 
ndage quota of not less than 
at the legal minimums of 
1,614,000 acres and 1,680,000 
Short tons, respectively.

S.A.C. Football Statistics 


The South Alabama Con- 
ference has released its foot- 
ball statistics for games end-

Elba Council Upholds Suspension

The Elba City Council up- 
held the suspension of Elba 
Police Chief M. W. Johnston: 
Tuesday night, three months 
and seven days after Mayor 
Robert Folsom had suspended 
Johnston for insubordination. 
During this three months there 
have been special council 
meetings, law suits and many 
harsh words, Tuesday night 
there was little discussion 
before the unanimous. vote. 
The council members were 
told that Johnston had begun 
work at another job, 

No action was’ taken on 
removing the ‘‘Acting’’ from 
the title of Acting Chief Max 
Rayborn, nor was any other 
person offered for the job, 
Members of the council dis- 
cussed the situation with Ray- 
born who is getting the 
$13,400 pay of the police 
chief and has the authority, 
but is still ‘‘acting chief’. 

Councilman Jimmy Wise 
asked Rayborn if he would 
consider moving to Elba from 
his home in Crenshaw County 
if selected to serve as chief.
